The Bensalem School District 
employes seven bus drivers and 
maintains seven buses. J. Hamil­ 
ton Bushnell of Trevose, a con­ 
tractor, also hires a fleet of seven 
buses and drivers to the school 
district — a total of 14 buses and 
drivers. 
The present contract calls for 
drivers to receive $15 a day. 
School officials said Bushnell’s 
drivers did ask for a dollar a day 
more, but their request wasn't 
granted. The possibility of form­ 
ing a union at Bensalem may be 
a result of this bid for more 
money. 
School officials explained that 
both Bushnell drivers and school- 
employed drivers are paid at the 
same rate.
